THE DEAF-MUTES HAVE 
A GRAND TIME. 



The Fourth of July was celebrated 
throughout the Pnited States by loyal 
citizens, and among them was the 
grand picnic of the Minnesota deaf- 
mutes at the far famed Falls of Min- 
nehaha, immortalized by Longfellow. 
The following appeared in the Chicago 
Trlh ii lie ! 

" Whew the Kails of Minnehaha 
Hash anal glean among tha oak trees, 
Laugh ami leap into (lie vail. 

The oak trees are there all right, 
but there is no valley ; it is a glen. 
The poet goes on to say : — 

" There (lie ancient arrow maker 
Maile his arrowheads of .sandstone, 
Arrow heads of chalcedony, 
Arrow heads of Hint and Jasper. . . . 
With him dwelt his dark c\ ed daughter, 
Wayward as the Minnehaha. 
With her moods ef shade and sunshine. 
Keel as rapid as the river, 
TnBSeS flowing like I he w .iter. 

An. i as musical a Laughter ; 

Ami he named her from I he river. 
Prom t!ie waterfall he named her, 
Minnehaha, LattgMftg Water." 

The deep, dark gorge into which 

the Falls of Minnehaha pour, is in the 

form of a perfect crescent, but tit the 
top, the shelf or ledge, from which 
the waterfalls projects sufficiently to 
form a perfectly straight line, and 
it is. this peculiar formation, which 
causes the water to broaden out and 
fall wide. The top of the gorge on 
both sides is lined with a dense 
growth of natives' trees — oak, ash 
and the white-ribboned birch. Forty 
yards below the falls, the rocky 
opens into the glen, and along the 
slopes and banks of the stream, which 
here is seventy feet below its upper 
level, there are masses of delicate 
ferns and wild flowers of every de- 
scription. 

While the Falls of Minnehaha are 
essentially summer falls and for sum- 
mer visitors, in the \\ inter, they pre- 
sent a strikingly beautiful appearance 
Then, great masses of transparent 
crystal ice rise in high domes, mina- 
rets and arches from the bottom, and 
vast columns and pillars descend 
from the top of tlu> rocky ledge, the 
sunlight casting through them seintil- 

lant names, like reflections from rubies 

and forming a fairy-like crystal grotto 
of surprassing lovclin, 

In a few years, they will be only a 
memory, their song an echo, "like the 
sound of distant waters," and the 
many lovers, who have passed dream- 
ing and blissful days amid these ro- 
niatie surroundings, may sing in the 
plaintive parting words of Minnehaha 

and of Hiawatha's lament : 

" 1 lark" she said, "I hear a rushing; 
Hear a KM rushing. 

Calling to me Trom a distance * * * 

"Karewt'll." said he. "Minn, 'hah ! 
farewell, O my Laughing Water ! 
All my heart is buried wilh you." 

Every tine day, private carriages, 
hired vehicles traverse the pleasant 
route, past green fields and neat farm- 
houses. 

The country is perfectly flat and 
the deep gorge into which the falls 
drop, comes as a surprise upon the 
visitor. 

The falls are now but forty feet in 
height and thirty feet across. It is 
their eas\ ilness that distin- 

guishes them from other noted water 
falls. The water does not rush, but 
tumbles oxer slowly, gracefully, a 
broad crystal sheet like a great white 
bridal veil. The falls is situated 
nearly midway between Minneapolis 
and St. Paul. They tire aeeesiblo either 
by I rain or carriage or river steam boat. 

The Minnesota couple, who desire 
something outre in the way o( a wed- 
ding, don't i^o up in a ballon or to the 
country fair. They go to Minneluiha. 
A platform has been built out from 
the rocks below the falls for their ac- 
commodation, and the knot is tied 
while the mist from the falling water 
.ils upon them like a vision, 
Thej imagine they hear the "See, 

"be" (spirit) of (he departed Minneha- 
ha whisper above the roar of th 

araot : " Rlcss you my children." 

When the Fourth dawned, " Let 

the eagle tly," was echoed, and the 
silent, excursionists pulled them 
out of the twin cities of the falls, 
where they enjoyed themselves im- 
mensely.
